ARTICLE 1. 



DBCLAEATION OF BI0HT8 

That the general,great and, essrential principles pf .liberty 
and iree government may be recognised abd established^ 

^WB DECLARlt: 

Section 1. That ail freemen, when they form 'a social 
compact, are equal in rights ; and that no m^i or set x>f 
men are entitled to exclusive, seperate, public eiholumenb' 
or privileges from the community, but in consideration of 
public services. 

Sbo. 2. That all political power is inherent in the peo^ 
pie, and all free governments are founded on Uieir aittbor«> 
ity, and established for their benefit ; and, therefore, they 
have at. all times an unalienable and indefeasible right to 
alter, or abolish their form of government in such manner 
as they may think expedient. 

Sec. 3. The exercise and enjoyment of religious pro- 
fession and worship, without discrimination, shSl forever 
be free to all persons in this State : Pi'ovided^ that the 
right hereby defclared and established shall not be con- 
strued so as to excuse acts of licentiousness, or justify prac- 
tices inconsistent with the peace and safetyTof the State. 

Sbc. 4. No preference shall ever be given by law to 
any religious sect or mode of worship. 
^ Sec. 5. That no person shall be molested for his opin- 
iopi on any subject whatever, nor suffer any civil or polit-^ 
icai incapacity, or acauireany civil or political advantage 
in consequence of such opinions, except in cases provided 
fot in tfiis constitution. 
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Sbo. 6. Every citizen may freely speak, write, and 
publish his sentiments on all subjects, being responsible for 
the abuse of that liberty. 

Sec. 7. No law shall ever be passed to curtail or re- 
strain the liberty of speech or of the press. 

Ssc. 8. In allf rosecutions or indictments for libel, the 
truth may be given in evidence ; and if it shall appear to 
the jury tha^ the matter charged as libellous is true, and 
was published with good motives and for justifiable ends, 
the party shall be acquitted ; and the jury shall have the 
right to determine the law and the facts. 

Sec 9. That the people shall be secure in their personsi 
Ibouses, papers, and possessions, from unreasonable seizure* 
and searches ; and that no warrant to search any place, or 
seize any person or thing, shall issue, without describing 
the place to be searched, and the person or thing to be seiz- 
ed, as may be, nor without probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation. 

Sec. 10. That in all criminal prosecutions, the accused 
hath a right to be heard, by himself or counsel, or both ; to 
demand the nature and cause of the accusation ; to be con- 
fronted by the witenelsses in his favor ; and in all prose- 
cutions by indictment or information, a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial j"ry of the county where the offence 
was committed ; that ne cannot be compelled to give evi- 
dence against himself, nor can he be deprived of his life, 
liberty, or property, but by due course of law. 

Sec. 11. No person shall be accused, arrested, or de- 
tained, except in cases ascertained by law, and according to 
the form which the same has prescribed ; and no person 
shall be punished but in virtue of a let w established and 
promulgated prior to the offence, and legally applied. 

Sec. 12. That no person shall, for an indictable offence, 
be proceeded against criminally by information, except in 
cases arising in the land or naval forces, or In the militia, 
when in actual service, ^r by leave of the court, for misde- 
meanor in office. 

Sec. is. No persoh shall, for the same offence, be 
twice put in jeopardy of life and limb ; nor shall any per- 
son's property be taken or applied to public use without 
the consent of the Legislature, and without just compensa- 
tion theifefor. 

Sec 14. That all courts shall be open, and every per- 
son, for an injury done him in his lands, goods, person, or 
reputation, shall have remedy by due course of law, and 
right and justice administered without sale, denial, or delay. 

Sec. 15. That no power of suspending laws shall be 
exercised, except by the Legislature or its authority. 
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Ssa 16. That excessive bail shall not be required, tior 
excessive fines imposed, nor cruel punishment inflict^. 

Sec. 17. That all persons shaU, before conviction, be 
bailable by sufficient securities, except for capital oflsnces, 
where the proof is evident, or the presumption great ; and 
the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus snail not be sus- 
penaed, unless, when in a case of rebellion or invasion* the 
public safety may requite it 

Ssa 18. That the person of a debtor, when there is not 
strong presumption offraud shall not be detained in prison 
after delivering up his estate for the benefit of his creditors, 
in such manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sbc. 19. No conviction for any ofibnce shall work 
corruption of blood or forfi^iture of estate : the Legislature 
shall pass no bill of attainder, or post £itcto law, nor law 
impairing the obligation of contracts. 

Sec. 20. No property qualification for jpligibility to of- 
fice^ or for the right of sufirage, shall ever be required by 
law in this State. 

Seo. 21. That the estate of suicides shall descend or 
vestas incases of natural death; and if any person shall 
be killed by casuality, there shall be no forfeiture by reason 
thereof. 

Sec. 22; That the citizens have a right in a peaceable 
manner to assemble together for the common good, and to 
apply to those invested with the power of government for 
redress of grievances, or other proper purposes, by pe- 
tition, address, or remonstrance. 

Sec. 23. Every citizen has a right to bear arms in de- 
fence of himself and of the State. 

Seo. 24. No standing army shall be kept up without 
the consient of the Legislature ; and the military shall in all 
cases and at all times be in strict subordination to the civil 
power. 

Sec. 25. That no soldier shall, in time of peace, be 
quartered in any house, without the consent of the owner, 
or in time of war, but in manner to be prescribed by law. 

SEa 26. That no hereditary emoluments, privileges or 
honors, shall ever be granted or conferred in tnis State. 

Sec 27. Emigration from this State shall not be pro- 
hibited, nor shall any firee white citizen of this State be 
exiled under any pretence whatever. 

Sec 28. The right of trisJ by jury shall remain invio- 
late. 

Sec 29. No person shall be debarred from prosecuting 
or defending uiy civil cause for. or against him or herself, 
before any tribunal in this State, by him or herself or 
both. 
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S«o/ 80. No. person shdl ever be appointed or elected 
to any office in this State for life or during good behavior ; 
but the tenure of all odices shall be for some limited period 
of time, if the person appointed or elected thereto shall 
so long behave well. 

CONCLUSION. 

To guard against transgressions of the high powers 
herein delegated, we declare that every thing in this ar- 
ticle is excepted out of the general powers of government, 
and shall forever remain inviolate: and that ul laws con- 
trary thereto, or to the following provisions, shall be void. 

ARTICLE IL 

DISTRIBUTION OF POWBB. 

Section 1. The powers of the government of the State 
of Mississippi shall be divided into three distinct depart- 
ments, and each of them confided to a separate body of 
magistracy, to- wit : Those which are Legislative, to one ; 
those which are Judicial, to another; and those which aro. 
Executive to another. 

Sec. 2. No person, or collection of persons, being of 
OA^ of these departments, shall exercise any power pro- 
perly belonging to either of the others, except in the in- 
^stances hereinafter expressly directed or permitted* 

ARTICLE in. 

LEGISLATIVE DEPAlEtTMENT. 

Section: 1. Every free white male person of the age 
of twenty-one years or upwards, who shall be a citizen of 
the United States, and shall have resided in the State one 
year next preceding an election, and the last four months 
within the county, city^ or town in which he offeis his 
vote, shall be deemed a qualified elector ; and. any such 
qualified elector who may happen to be in any county, city, 
or town, other than that of his residence, at the time of an 
election, or who shall have removed to any county, city, 
or town, withih four months preceding the election, froft) 
any county, city, or town, in which he would -have been^a 
qualified elector, had he not so removed, may vote for any 
State or district officer, or member of Congress,' for whoiti 
he could have voted in the county of his residence, or the 
couhty^ city, or town from which Ik^ may have so re- 
moved.

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Sbc. 9. /F(fe first election shall be by*ballot, and all fu-. 
tare elections by the peopl^ shall be regulated by law. 

Sec. 4. The Iiegislative power of the State shall be 
vested, in two distinct branches; the one, to be styled the 
'^Senate;" the other, the ''House of Representatives" and 
both together, the "Leffi^lature of the State of Mississippi ;" 
and the style of their- Jaws shall be,'' Be it Enacted by the 
Legislature of the State of Mississippi J* 

Sec. 5. The members of the House of Representatives 
shall be chosen by the qusilified electors, and shall serve for 
the term of two years from the day of the commencement 
of the general election, and no longer. 

Sec. 6. The representatives shall be chosen every two 
years, on the first Monday and day following in November. 

Sec. 7. No person shall be a representative unless he 
be a citizen of the United States two years next preceding 
his election, and the last year thereof of the county, city, or 
town from which he shall he chosen, and shall have attained 
the age of twenty-one. 

Sec. 8. Elections for representatives of the several 
counties shall be held at.the places of holding their respec- 
tive courts, or in the several election districts into which 
the. county may be divided : Prom^d,. that when it shall 
appear to the Legislature that any city or town hath a 
number of free^ white ^inhabitants equal to the ratio then 
fixed, such city or town -shall have a separate representa- 
tion, according to the; number of free white inhabitants 
therein, which shall be retained so long as such city or 
town shall contain a number .of free white inhabitants'equal 
to the existinjg ratio; and thereafter, and during the ex- 
istence of the right of seperate representation in such < city 
or /town, elections for the county.in which ^uch city or 
town, entitled to a seperate representation is situated^ shall 
not be held in such city or town : And provided^ that if tHe 
residuum or fraction oi any .<;ity or town^entitled to separate , 
representation, shall) when added to the residuum in the 
county in which it may He, b6 equal to the ratio fixed by 
law for one representative, then the aforesai4 county^ city, 
ox town, having the- largest- residuum, shall be entitled to 
suoh representation : Ar^ provided^ aiso^ that when there 
are two or more counties .adjoining» which have ^residuums 
over stnd' above the ratio then fixed by laiw[ir iffsuch resi- 
dnums, when added together,: will amount to fiuch ratio, in 
that case one representative 9hall be edded to the county 
having the largest: residuum. 

Sbo. 8w The Legislature ^hAll^ at tb^ir first sefinion, and 
atperiods of .bot: leas than ev^ry ;lburw nor more Jhan six 
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Vean, untO the year 1845 ; and thereafter, at periods of not 
less than every four, nor nx>re than every eight years, 
cause an entuneration to be maxk of all the free white in- 
habitants of ihis State ; and the whole namber of represen- 
tatives shall, at the several periods of making such enu- 
meration, be fixed by the Legislature, and apportioned 
among the several counties, cities, or towns, entitled to 
seperate representation, according to the number of free 
white inhabitants in each, and shall not be less that thirty- 
six, nor more than one hundred : Pranided^ however^ that 
each county shall always be entitled to at least one repre- 
sentative. 

Sec. 10. The whole number of senators shall, at the 
several periods of making the enumeration before men- 
tioned, be fixed by the legislature, and apportioned among 
the several districts to be established by law, according to 
the number, of free white inhabitants in each, and shall 
never be less than one-fourth nor more than one- third of the 
whole number of representatives. 

Sec. 11. The senators shall be chosen by the qualified 
electors, for four years, and on their beinff convened in 
consequence of the first election, they shall be divided by 
lot from their respective districts, into two classes, as 
nearly equal as can be ; and the seats of the senators of 
the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
second year. 

Sec. 12. Such mode of classifying new additional sen- 
ators shall be observed, as will as nearly as possible preserve 
an equality of numbers in each class. 

Sec. 13. When a senatorial district shall be composed 
of two or more counties, it shall not be entirely separated 
by any county belonging to- another district, and no county 
shall be divided in forming a district. 

Sec. 14. No person shall be a senator unless he be a 
citizen of the United States, and shall have been an inhabi- 
tant of this State four years uext preceding his election, 
and the last year thereof a resident of the district for which 
he shall be chosen, and shall have attained the age of thirty 
years. 

Sec 15* The HoUse of Representatives, when assem- 
bled, shall choose a Speaker and its other officers ; and the 
Senate shall choose a President and its officers; and each 
house shall judge of the qualifications and elections of its 
own members, but a contested election shall be determined 
in such manner as shall be directed by law; a majority of 
each house shall constitute a quorum to do business, but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may 
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compel the attendance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house may provide. 

Sec. 16. Each house may determine the rules of its 
own proceedings, punish' the members for disorderly be- 
havior, and, with the consent of two-thirds, expel a mem- 
ber, but not a second time for the same cause ; and shal 
have ajl other power necessary for a branch of tbelegisla« 
ture of a free and independent State. 

Sbc. 17. Each house shall keep a journal oi its own 
proceedings, and publish the same ; and the yeas and nays 
of the members of either house, on any question, shall at 
the desire of any three members present, be entered on the 
journal. 

Sec. 18. When vacancies happen in either house, the 
Governor, or the person exercising the powers of the Gov- 
ernor, shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

Sec. 19. Senators and representatives shall, in all cases, 
except of treason, felony, or breach of the peace, be privi- 
leged from arest during the session of the legislature, and 
in going to atid returning from the same, allowing one day 
for every twenty miles such members may reside from the 
place at which the legislature is convened. 

Sec. 20. Each house may punish, by imprisonment 
dufinfi; the session, any person not a member, for disre- 
spectful or disorderly behavior in its presence, or for 
obstructing any of its proceedings: Provided^ such im- 

Erisdnment may not, at any one time, e^^ceed fotty-eight 
ours. 

Sec. 21. The doors of each house shall be open, Except 
on such occasions of great emergency^ as, in the opinion of 
the house, may require secrecy. 

Sec 22. Neither house shall, without the cansent of 
the other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any 
other place than that in which they may be sitting. 

Sec 23. Bills may originate in either house, and be 
amended, altered, or rejected by the other,'but no bill shall 
have the force of a law until, on three several days, it be 
read m each house, and free discussion be allowed thereon, 
unless four-fifths of the house in which the bill shall be 
pending, may deem it expedient to dispense with this rule ; 
and every bill, having passed both houses, shall be signed 
by the Speaker and President of their respective houses. ^ 

Sec 24. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in 
the House of Representatives, but the Senate may amend 
or reject them, as other bills. 

Sec 25. Each member of the legislature shall receive 
from the public treasury, a compensation fi>r his services, 
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which may be increaBed or diminished by law, but no in- 
crease of compensation shall take etteot during the session 
at which increase shall have been made. 

Sxc. 26. No senator or representative shall, during 
the term for which he shall have been elected, jior for one 
year thereafter, be appointed to anv civil office of profit 
under ^ the 8tate, which shall have been created, or the 
emoluments of which shall have been increased during 
such term, except such offices as may be filled by elections 
by the people; and no member of either house of the legis- 
lature shall, after the commencement of the first session of 
the legislature after his flection, and durins the remainder 
of the term for which he is elected, be eligible to any office 
or place, the appointment of which may be made in whole, 
or in part^ by either branch of the legislature. 

Sec. 27. No judce of any court of law or - equity, 
Secretarv of State, Attorney General, clerk of any court 
or record, sheriff or collector, or any person holding- a lu- 
crative office under the United State sor this State, shall be 
eligible to the legislature : Provided^ that offices in the 
militia, to which there is attached no annual salary, and the 
office of justice of the peace shall not be deemed lucra- 
tive 

Sbo. 28. No person who hath heretofore been or here- 
after may be a collector or holder of public moneys, shall 
have a seat in either house of the legislature, ' until such 
person shall have accounted for and paid into the treastiry 
all sums for which he may be accountable. 

Sec. 29. The first election for senators and represen- 
tatives shall be general throughout the State, and shall be 
held on the first Monday and dav following iti November, 
1833 ; and thereafter there shall be biennial electipns for 
senators to fill the places of those whose term of service 
may have expired. 

Sec. 30. The first and all future sessions of the legis- 
lature shall be in the town of Jackson, in the county of 
Hinds, until the year 1850. During the first session there- 
after, the legislature shall have power to designate by law 
the permanent seat of government : Provided^ however^ 
that unless such designation be then made by law,, the. seat 
of government' shau continue permanently at the town of 
JacKson. The first session shall commence on the. third 
Monday in November, in the year 1833, and in every two 
years thereafter, at such time as. may be prescribed by law. 

Sec, 31. The Governor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, 
Auditor of Public Accounts, and Attorney General shall 
reside at the se^t of government.

ARTICLE IV. 

JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. The judicial power of thisr State shall be 
vested in one High Court of Errors and Appeals, and such 
other courts of Taw and equity as are hereafter provided 
for in the constitution. 

Sec. 2. The High Court of Errors and Appeals shall 
consist of three judges, any two of whom shall lorm a quo- 
rum. The legislature shall divide the State into three 
districts, and the qualified electors of each district shall 
elect one of said judges for the term of six years. 

Sec. 3. The office of one of said judges shall be vacated 
in two years, and of one in four years, and of one in six 
years ; so that at the expiration ot every two years, one of 
said judges shall be elected as aforesaid. 

Sec 4. The High Court of Errors and Appeals shall 
have no jurisdiction but such as properly belongs to a 
court of errors and appeals. 

^Seo. 5. AH vacancies that may occur in said court 
from death, resignation, or removal, shall be fillet! by elec- 
tion as aforesaid: Provided^ however^ that if the unexpired 
term do not exceed one year, the vacancy shallbe filled by 
executive appointment.' 

Sec. 6. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
Judge of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, who shall 
not have attained at the time of his election, the age of 
thirty years. . 

Sec 7. The High Court of £rrors and Appeals shall 
be held twice in each year, at such place as the legislature 
shall direct, udtil tbie year eighteen hundred and thirty-six, 
and afterwards at the seat oigovernment of the State. 

Sec 8. The Secretary ot State, on receiving all the 
official returns of the first election, shall proceed forthwith, 
in the presence and with the assistance of two justices of 
the peace, to determine, by lot, among the three candidates 
having the highest number of votes, whidh of said judges 
elect shall serve for the term of two years, which shall 
serve for the term of four years; and wtiich-shall serve for 
the term of six years ; and, having so determined the 
same, it shall be the duty of the Governor to issue commis- 
sions accordingly. 

Sec 9. No judge shall sit on the trial pfany cause 
when the parties or either of them shall be conitected with 
him by affinity or- consanguinity, or when he may be in- 
terested in the sathe, except by consentof the judge and of 
the parties; and whenever a quorum of said coiirt are situ- 
ated as aforesaid, the Grovemor of the State shall, in such ' 
case, specially commission two or more men of law knowl- 
edge for the determination thereof. 
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Sia 10. The judges of said i^ourt shall receive for their 
services a compensation to be fixed by law, which shall not 
be diminished during their continuance^in office. 

Sjbc. IL The judges of the Circuit Court shall be 
elected by the quaiifiM. electors of each judicial district, and 
hold their offices for the term of four years, and reside in 
their respective districts. 

Sbc. 12 No person, shall be eligible to the office of 
judge of the Circuit Court, who shJdl not, at the time of his 
election, have attained the age of twenty-six years. 

Sxc. 13^ The State shafl be divided into convenient 
districts, and each district shall contain not less than three', 
nor more than twelve counties. 

Sec. 14. The Circuit Court shall have original juris- 
diction in all mattem, civil and criminal, within this State ; 
but in civil cases only.when the principal of the sum in con- 
troversy exceedsfifiy dollars* 

Ssc, 16. A Circuit Court shall be held in each county 
of this State, at least twice in eacji year, and the judges of 
said courts shall interchange circuits with each other, in 
such manner as may be prescribed by law, and shall re- 
ceive for their services a compensation to be fixed by law, 
which shall not be diminished during their continuance in 
office. 

Seo. 16. A separate Superior Court of Chancery shall 
be established, witti full jurisdiction in all matters of equ- 
ity : Providedf howeveff the legislature may give to the 
Circuit Courts of each county, equity jurisdiction in all 
cases where the value of the thinff or amount in contro- 
versy does not exceed five hundred dollars ; also, in cases 
of divorce, and for the foreclosure of mortgages. The 
Chancellor shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
whole State, for the term of six years, and shall be at least 
thirty years old at the time of hiji election. 

Sec. 17. The style of all process shall be, "The State 
of Mississippi,'^ and all prosecutions shall be carried on in 
the name and by the authority of '^The State of Missis- 
sippi,'' and shall conclude, "against the peace and dignity of 
the same." 

Sec. 18. A court of Probates shall be established in 
each county in the State, with jurisdiction in all matters 
testamentiiry, and of administration in orphans' business, 
and the allotment of dower, ii) cases of idiocy and lunacy, 
and of persons non compos mentis. The judge of said 
court shall be elected by the qualified electors of the re- 
spective counties, for the term of two years. 

Sec. 19. The Clerk of the High Court of Errors and 
Appeals shall be appointed by said court, for the term of 
four years ; and the clerks of the Circuit and Probates, and

Other inferior courts, shall be elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of the respective counties^aiid shall hold their office^ for 
the term of two years. 

Sec. 20. The qualified electors of each county shall 
elect five persons, for the term of two years, who shall con- 
stitute a board of Police for each county, a majority of 
whom may transact business ; which body shall have full 
jurisdiction over roads, highways, ferries, and bridgeisi, and 
all other matters of county police ; and shall order all 
county elections, to fill' vacancies that may occur in the 
offices of thfsir respective counties. The clerk of the court 
of Probates shall be clerk of the Board of County Police. 

Sec 21. No person shall be eligible as a member of 
said board, who shall not have resided one year in the 
county ; but this qualification shall not extend to such new 
counnties as may hereafter be established, until one year 
after their organization ^^and all vacancies that may occur in 
said board shall be supplied by elections as aforesaid, to fill 
the unexpired term. 

Sec. 22. The judges of all the courts of this State, and 
also the members of the Board of County Police, shall, in 
virtue bf their offices, be conservators of the peace, and 
shdl be by law vested with ample powers in this re- 
spect 

Sec. 23 A confpetent number of justices of the peace 
and constables shall be chosen in each county, by the quail- 
ed electors thereof^ by districts, who shall hold their offices 
for the term of two years : the jurisdiction of justices of 
the peace shall be limited to causes in which the principal 
of the amount in controversy shall not exceed fifty dollars : 
in all causes tried by a justice of the peace, the riff ht of ap- 
peal shall be secured, under such rules and regulations as 
shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 24. The legislature may from time to time estab- 
lish such other inferior courts as may b^ deemed necessary, 
and abolish the same whenever they shall deem it expe- 
dient 

Sec. 25. There shall be an Attorney General elected 
by the qualified electors of the State and a competent num- 
ber of district attorneys shall be elected by the qualified 
voters in their respective districts, whose compensation 
and term of service shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec, 26. The legislature shall provide, by law, for de- 
termining contested elections of judges of the High Court 
of Errors and Ap^ieals, of the Circuit and Probate courts, 
and other officers. 

Sec. 27. The jiidges of the several courts of this State, 
for wilful neglect of duty or other reasonable causes, shall 
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be removed by the Governor, on4lie address of two-thirds 
of both houses of the legislatimie ; the address to be by the 
joint vote of both houses. The c^use or ca^ises for which 
such removal shall be required^ shall be stated at length in 
such address, and on the journal of each, house. The* judge 
so intended to be removed, shall be notified and admitted to 
a hearing in his own defence* before any vote for such ad- 
dress shall pass : the vote on such address shall be taken 
by yeas ana nays, and entered on the journals of each 
house. 

Sec. 28. Judges of Probate, clerks, sheriffs, and other 
county officers, for wilful neglect of duty, or misdemeanor 
in office, shaM be liable to presentment or indictment by a 
grand jury, and trial by a petit jury ; and, upon convictioui 
shall be removed from office. 

ARTICLE V. 

EXKOUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Section 1. The chief executive power of this State 
shall be vested in a Grovemor, who shall hold his office for 
two years from the time of his installation. 

S^c. 2. The Grovernor shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of the Stale. The returns of every election for 
Governor shall be sealed up and transmitted to the seat of 

Sovernment, directed to the Secretary of State, who. shall 
eliver them to the speaker of the house of representatives 
at the next ensuing session of the legislature, during the 
first week of which session the said, speaker shall open and 
publish them in the presence of both houses of the legisla- 
ture. The person having the highest number of votes shall 
be Governor ; but if two or more shall be equal, and high* 
est in votes, then one of them shall be chosen Goviernof oy 
the joint ballot of both houses of the legislature. Contes- 
ted elections for Governor shall be determined by both 
houses of the legislature, in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by law. 

Sec. 3. The Governor shall be at least thirty years of 
age, shall have been a citizen of the United States for 
twenty years, shall have resided in the State at least five 
years next preceding the day of his election, and shall not 
be capable of holding the office more than four years in any 
term of six years. 

Sec 4. He shall, at stated times, receive for his services 
a compensation, which shall not be increased or. diminished 
during the tetm for which he shall be elected. 

Sec 5. He shall be commander-in->chief of the army 
and navy of the State, and of the militia, except when they 
shall be called into the service of the United States. 
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Sec. 6. He may require information, in writing, from 
the officeid m the executive department, on any subject re* 
lating to the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec. 7. ' He may, in cases of emergency, convene the 
legislature at the seat of government, or at a different place^ 
if that shall have become,' since their last adjournment, 
dangerous from an enemy or from disease ; and in case of 
disagreement between the two houses with respect to th^ 
time of adjournment, adjourn them to such time as he may 
think. proper, not beyond the day of the next stated meeting 
of the legislature. 

Seo. 8. He shall, from time to time, give to the legisla- 
ture information of the state of the government, and recom- 
mend to their consideration such measures as he may deem 
necessary and expedient. 

Sec 9. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed. 

Sec. 10. In h\l criminal and penal cases, except in those 
of treason and impeachment, he shall have power to grant 
reprieves and pardons, and remit fines, and in cases of for- 
feiture, to stay the collection until the end of the next 
session of the legislature, and to remit forfeitures by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate. In cases of 
treason, he shall have power to grant reprieves by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate, but may respite 
the sentence until the end of the next session of the legis« 
lature; 

Sec. 11. All commissions shall be in the name and by 
the authority of the State of Mississippi, be sealed with the 
great seal, and signed by the Governor, and be attested by 
the Secretary tf)f State. 

Sec 12. Th^re shall be a seal of this State, which shall 
be kept by the Governor, and used by him officially, 
and shall be called the great seal of the State of Missis- 
sippi. 

Sec. 13. All vacancies not provided for in this consti- 
tution, shall be filled in such manner as the legislature may 
prescribe. 

Sec. 14. The Secretary of State shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of the State, and shall continue in 
office during the term of two years. He shall keep a fair 
register of all the official acts and proceedings of the Gov- 
ernor, and shall, when required, lay the same, and all papers, 
minutes and vouchers relative thereto, before the legisla- 
ture, and shall perform such other duties as may be rcfquir. 
ied of him by law. 

Sec. 16. Every bill which shall have passed both houses 
of the Iegislature,2 shall be presented to the Governor : 
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if 1^ approye, he shall fign, bat if not, he shall return it, 
with his objectionsi to the house in which it shall have 
originated, which shall enter the objections at large upon 
their journal, and proceed to reconsider it: if, after such re- 
consideration, two-thirds of the house shall agree to pass 
the bill, it shall be sent, with the objections, to the other 
house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; if ap- 
proved by two-thirds of that house it shall become a law; but 
such case the votes of both houses shall be determined by in 
yeas and nays, and the names of the members voting for 
and against the bill shall be entered on the journals of each 
house respec^tively : if any ' bill shall not be returned by the 
Grovemor within six days(Sundayexcepted)after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall become a law in like 
manner as if he had signed it, unless the legislature, by 
their adjournment, prevent its return ; in Which case it shall 
not become a Uw* 

Sec. 16. £very order, resolution, or vote, to which 
the concurrence of both houses ^may be necessary, except 
resolutions for the purpose of obtaining the joint action of 
both houses, and on questions of adjournment, shall hi pre- 
sented to the Grovemor, and before it shall, take effect, be 
approved by him, or being disapproved, shall be re-passed 
by both houses, according to the rules and limitations pre- 
scribed in the case of a biU. 

Sso. 17. Whenever the office ofGovemorshdl become 
vacant by death, resignation, removal firom office, or other- 
wise, the president of the senate shall exercise the office of 
Governor until another Governor shall be duly qualified : 
and in case of the death, or resignation, removal from of- 
fice, or other disqualification of the president of the senate, 
so exercising the office of Governor, the speaker of the 
house of representatives shall exercise the office until the 
president of the seniate shall have been chosen ; and when 
the office of Governor, president of the senate, and speaker 
of the house shall become vacant in the recess of the senate 
the person acting as Secretary of State for the time being, 
shall, by proclamation, convene the senate, that a president 
may be chosen to exercise the office of Governor. 

Seg. 18. When ^ther the president or speaker of the 
house of representatives shall so exercise said office, he 
shall receive the compensation of Grovemor only; and his du- 
ties as president or speaker shall be suspended, and the sen- 
ate or house of representatives, as the case may be, shall 
fill the vacancy until his duties as Governor shall cease. 

Sec 19 a sheriflfand one or more coroners, a treasurer 
surveyor, and ranger, shall be elected in each county, by

the qualified electors thereof, who shall Md their offices^ 
fertwo years, unless sooner removed; except, that the 
coroner shall hold his office until his successor be duly 
qualified. 

Sbo. 20. A State Treasurer and Auditor of Public 
Accounts shall be elected W the qualified electors of the 
State, who shall hold their oflice for the term of two years, 
unless sooner removed. 

MILITIA. 

SscTioN 1. The legislature shall provide, by law, for 
organizing and disciplining the militia of this State, in such 
ihanner as they shall deem expedient, not incompatible 
with the constitution and laws of the United States in re« 
lation thereto. 

Sec. 2. Commissioned officers of theniilitia (staff of- 
ficers aiid the officers of volunteer companies excepted) 
shall be elected by the persons liable to perform military 
duty, and the qualified electors within their respective com- 
mands, and shall be commissioned by the Governor. 

Sbo« 3. The Governor shall have power to call forth 
the militia to execute the laws of the State, to suppress in- 
surrection, and to repel invasion. 

ARTICLE VI. 

IMPEACHMENTS. 

Section 1. The house of representatives shall have the 
sole power of impeaching. 

Ssa 2. All impeachments shall be tried by the senate; 
when sitting for that purpose, the senators shall be on oath 
or affirmation ; no person shall be convicted without the 
concurrence of two-tMrds of the members present 

Sec 3. The Governor and all civil officers shall be 
liable to impeachment for any misdemeanor in office ; but 
judgment in such cases shall npt. extend further than to 
removal firom office, and disqualification to hold any office 
of honor, trust, or profit, under the State ; biit the party 
convicted shall, nevertheless, be liable and subject to in- 
dictment, trial, and punishment, according to law, as in oth- 
er cases. 

ARTICLE VIL 

general provisions. 
Section 1. Members of the legislature, and all oflicers, 
executive and judicial, before they enter upon the duties of 
their respective offices, shall take the following oath or 
affirmation, to wit : *'I solemly swear, (or affirm, as the 
case may be,) that I will support the constitution of the 
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United States^ a^d the constitution of the State of Misns- 
lipjH^ 80 long as I continue a citizen thereof ttd that I will 
faithfully discharge, io the best of my abilitiesr the duties g^ 

the office of 9 according to law — So help me God.*^ 

Sec 2. The legislature shall pass such laws to previent 
the evil practice oi duelling, as they may deem necessary^ 
and may require all officers, before they enter on the duties 
of their Fespective offices, to take the following oath or 
affirmation ; ''I do solemnly swear, (or affirm, as the case 
may be,) that I have not been engaged 'in a duel, by send- 
ing or accepting a challenge to nght a due), or by fighting 
a duel, since the first day of July, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty:three, nor will I be 
so engaged during my continuance in office — So help me 
God/^ 

Sec. 3. Treason against the State shall consist; only in 
levying war agaiilst it, or adhering to its enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort. No person shall be convicted of 
treason, unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
same overt act, or his own confession in open court 

Sec. 4. Every perscm shall be disqualified firom hold- 
ing an office, or place of honor or profit under the authority 
of this State, who shall be convicted of having given or 
offered any bribe to procure his election. Laws shall be 
made to exclude from office and from suffirage, those who 
shall hereafter be convicted of bribery, perjury, forgery, 
or other high crimes and misdemeanors. The privilege 
of free suffirage shall be supported by laws regulating elec- 
ticms, and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, all undue 
influence therein, from power, bribery, tumult, or other im- 
proper conduct. 

Sec. 5. No person who denies the being of & God, or a 
future state of rewards and punishments, shdll hbldany of- 
fice in the civil department of the State. 

Sec. 6. No laws of a general nature, unless otherwise 
provided for, shall be enforced until sixty days after the 
passage thereof^ 

Sec. 7. No money shall be drawn from the treasury, 
but in consequence of an appropriation made by law ; nor 
shall any appropriation of money for the support of an 
army be made for a longer term than one year. 

Sec. 8. No money from the treasury shall be appro- 
priated to objects of internal improvement, unless a bill for 
that purpqse be approved by two-thirds of both branches of 
the legislature ; and a regular statement and account of the 
rceipts and expenditures of public moneys shall be pub- 
lished annually. 

Sec 9. No law shall ever be passed to raise a loan of 
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money upon the credit of tbe State, or to pledge the faith of 
the State for the payment or redemption of any loan or 
4ebt, unless such law be proposed in the senate or house of 
representatives, and be agreed to by a majority of the 
members of each house, and entered on their journals, wilb 
the yeas and nays taken thereon, and . be refeired to the 
next succeeding legislature, and published for three months 
previous to the next regular election in three nempapers of 
this State, and unless a majority of each branch of the leg- 
islature so elected, after such publication, shall afree to and 
pass such law ; and in such case, the yeas and nays shall 
be taken and entered on the journals of each house: Pro* 
videdi that nothing in this section shall be so construed as 
to prevent the legislature from negotiating a further loan of 
one and a half million of dollars, and vesting the same in 
atock reserved to the State by the charter of the Planters' 
Bank of the State of Misssissippi. 

Sec. 10. The legislature shall direct, by law, in what 
manner and in what courts, suits may be brought against 
the State. 

Sec. 11. Absence om business of this State, or of the 
United States, or on a visit, or necessary private business, 
shall not cause a forfeiture of citizenship, or residence once 
obtained. 

Sec. 12. * It shall be the duty of the legislature to reg- 
ulate, by law, the cases in which deductions shall be made 
from salaries of public officers for neglect of duty in their, 
official capacity, and the amount of said deduction. 

Sec. 13. No member of congress, nor any person hold* 
ing any office of profit or trust under the United States, 
(the omce of post master excepted,) or any other State of 
the Union, or under any foreign power, shall hold or exer- 
cise any office of trust or profit under this State. 

Sec. 14. Religion, morality, and knowledge brine; nec- 
essary to good government, the preservation of liberty, 
and the happiness of mankind, schools and the means of 
education shall forever be encouraged in this State. 

Sec 15. 'Divorces from the bonds of matrimony shall 
not be granted but in cases provided for by law, by suit in 
chancery. 

Sec. 16. Returns of all elections shall be made to the 
secretary of state^ in such a manner as may be prescribecf 
by law. 

Sec 17. No new county shall be established by this 
legidature, which shall reduce the county or counties, ot 
either of them, from which it may be taken, to less con- 
tents than five hundred and seventy-six square miles ; nor 
shall any new county be laid off of less contents. 
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^Ba 18. The legislature shall have power to admit to 
all the rights and privileges of free white dtiieiis of this 
State, fill such persons of the Choctaw and Chickasaw ^bes 
of Indians as shall choose to remain in thia Sitate» under 
such terms as the legislature may from time to time deem 
pro]>er. 

SLAVKS. 

Section 1.^ The legislature shall have no power to pass 
laws for the emancipation of slaves without the consent 
of their owners, unless where the slave shall have ren- 
dered to the State some distinguished service ; in which 
case, the owner shall be paid a full equivalent for the slave , 
so emancipated. They shall have no power to prevent 
emigrants to this State from bringing with them such per- 
sons as are deemed slaves by the laws of any one of the 
United States, so long as any person of the same age or 
description shall be continued in slavery by the laws of this 
State: Provided^ that such person or slave be the bona 
fide property, of suclf emisrant : And provided obo, that 
laws may be passed to prohibit the introduction into thia 
State of slaves who may have committed crimes in other 
States. They shall have power to pass laws to permit the 
owners of slaves to emancipate them, saving the rights of 
creditors, and preventing them from becoming a public 
chargQ. l*hey shall have full power to oblige me owners 
of slaves to treat them with humanity, to provide for them 
necessary clothing and provisions, to abstain from all in- 
juries extending to life or limb, and in case of their neglect 
or refusal to comply with the Erections of such laws, to 
have such slave or slaves sold for the benefit of the owner 
or owners. 

Sec. 2. The legislature shall have, and are hereby ves- 
ted with jpower to pass such laws regulating or prohibiting 
the introduction of slaves into this State, as may be deemed 
proper and expedient 

Seo. 3. In the prpsecution of slaves' for crimes of 
which the punishment is not capital, no inquest by a grand 
jury shall be necessary ; but the proceedings in such cases 
shall be regulated by law. 

MODS Of REVISmQ TBB OONSTiTUTIOlf. 

Whenever two-thirds of each branch of the legislatjore 
shall deem any change, alteration, or amendment necessary 
to (his constitution, such proposed change, alteration or 
amendoMinl shall be read andparaed by a majority of two- 
thirds pf etd^ > house respectively, on each day, for three 
several daya: public notice thereof shall then be given by 
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the Secretary of State, at least six montbff^ ptece^itiitf the 
next general election, at which the qualified el^ectoriTghall 
vote directly for ^r against such change, alteration or 
amendment; and if it shall appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors voting for members of the legislature, 
shall have voted for the proposed change, alteration or 
amendment, then it shall be inserted, by the next succeed" 
ing legislature, as a part of this constitution, and not other- 
wise; 

SCHEDULE. 

Section 1. All rights vested, and all liabilities incurred, 
shall remain the same . as if this constitution h|ad not been 
adopted. 

Sec. 2. All suits at law or in equity, now pending.iii the 
several counties of the State, may be traiasferred to such 
court as may have proper jurisdiction.thereof. 

Sec. 3. The Grovemor and other ofiicers, civil and mil^ 
itary, now holding commissions under the authority of this 
State, shall continue to hold and exercise their respectivie 
offices until they shall be superseded;pursuant to the pro^ 
visions of the constitution, and xmtil their successors be 
duly qualified. 

Sec 4. AH laws now in force in this State, not irepug- 
nant to this constitution, shall continue to operate until they 
shall expire by their own limitation, or be altered or re- 
pealed by the legislature. 

Sec. 5. Immediately upon theadoptionpf this consti- 
tution, the president of this convention shall issue writs of 
election, directed to the sherifis of the ^everal counties, 
requiring them to cause an election to be held on the first* 
Monday and day following in December next, for members 
of the legislature, at the respective places of holding elec- 
tions inlaid county ; which elections shall be conducted 
in the manner prescribed by the existing election laws

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CHAPTER 20. 

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS of the Le^aUtnre of the State 
of MiseiMippi, io relation to oar Seoatora and Repreaentatlvea ia 
Congreaa. 

Whereas, in a special Message of the Governor of 
this State, bearing date the 11th of Feb. 1850, the 
following communication from the Senators and 
Representatives of Mississippi, in the Congress 
of the United States, was presented to the Legis- 
lature then in Session, to wit : 

Washington, January 21, 1850. 
His tixcellency : 

Jno. a. Quitman, Governor, d^c«, &c. 
Sir : WCf the Senators and Representatives, in 
Congress from Mississippi, feel it incumbent upon 
us to advise you and through you, our common con- 
stituents, that we have a well defined opinion that 
California will be admitted as a State of this Union, 
during the present session of Congress. The Pres- 
ident earnestly recommended it, and we cannot be 
mistaken, in supposing that a majority of both 
Houses of Congress will be found to vote for it— 
our individual positions have imdergone no change. 
We regard the proposition to admit California as a 
State under all the circumstances of her a[^plication, 
as an attempt to adopt the ** Wilmot Proviso *' in 
another form. But separated, as we are, from our 
constituents, and having no convenient means of 
consulting them as to their views on the new phase 
of this perplexing question, we desire, through you, 
to submit the single fact to the people and the legis- 
lature, that California will most likely obtain admis- 
sion into the Union with her constitutional prohibi- 
tion of slavery; and we beg leave to add, that we 
shall be greatly pleased to have such expression of 
opinion by the Legislature, the Governor, and if 
practicable, by the people, as shall clearly indicate 
the course which Mississippi will deem it her duty to 
pursue in this new emergency.

And Wherea?, The Legislature after mature con- 
sideration of the subject matter of said communi- 
cation, adopted — in accordance with the sugges- 
tions therein contained — among others, the fol- 
lowing Resolutions, as instructions to the Senators, 
and as expressive of their opinions to the Repre- 
sentatives in Congress from this State, to wit : 
Resolved^ That the policy heretofore pursued by 
the government of the United States in regard to 
said territory [of California,] in refusing to provide 
territorial government therefor, has been, and is, 
eminently calculated to promote, and is about to 
effect, indirectly, the cherished object of the aboli- 
tionists, which cannot be accomplished by direct 
legislation, without a plain and palpable violation of 
the Constitution of the United States. 

Resolved^ That the admission of California into 
the Union as a sovereign State, with its present 
Constitution, the result of the aforesaid false and un- 
just policy on the part of the Government of the 
United States, would be an act of fraud and oppres- 
sion on the rights of the people of the slaveholding 
States, and it is the sense of this Legislature that our 
Senators and Representatives should, to the extent of 
their ability, resist it by all honorable and constitu- 
tional means. 

And Whereas, The Hon. Jefferson Davis, one of 
the Senators, and the Hons. A. G. Brown, Wm- 
Mc Willie, W. S. Featherston and Jacob Thomp- 
son, members in Congress, from this State, in ac- 
cordance with said resolutions, and with the in- 
terest and will of the people of Mississippi, did by 
their action in Congress, resist by all honorable 
and constitutional means, the admission of Cali- 
fornia, with her existing Constitution, into the 
Union as a sovereign State; and whereas, the 
Hon. Henry S. Foote, one of the Senators in Con- 
gress from this State, in violation of the spurit> and 
mtent of said resolutions, and in onposition to the 
interest and will of the people of Mississippi, did 
not resist by all honorable and constitutional 
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meana, the admiadoD of Calfornia into the Unioa 
AS A sovereign State, with her ezistinff constitution, 
bat by giving his support to the nuscalled com- 
promise reported by the committee of thirteen in 
the United States Senate, violated the instructions 
of the Legislature as contained in said resolutions, 
baied upon his own request, and disregarded the 
interest and will of the people of Mississippi, 
Therefore^ 

Resolved^ by the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
sisjfifpif That the course of the Hon. Jefferson 
Davis, as Senator, the Hons« A. 6. Brpwn, William 
McWillie, W. S. Featherston and Jacob Thompson, 
as Representatives in Congress from this State, on 
the question of the admission of California, is ap- 
proved, as representing the interest and will of the 
people of Mississippi ; that the course of the Hon. 
Henry S. Foote on this question, is not approved, be- 
ing, in the judgment of the L^g;islature, opposed to 
the interest ana will of the. people of Mississippi. 

Be it further Resolved, That the cotirse of the 
Hon. Jefferson Davis as Senator, and Hons. A. G. 
Brown, William McWillie, W. S. Featherston and 
Jacob Thompson, as Representatives in Congress 
from this State, in their firm and consistent support 
and able advocacy of the riffhts and honor of Missis- 
sippi and the South, in all me questions before Con- 
gress at its late sessions, involv^ in the slave con- 
troversy, is approved ; that the course of the Hon. 
Henry S. Foote on all these questions, is not approv- 
ed ; and this Legislature does not consider the inter- 
ests of the State of Mississippi, committed to his 
charge, safe in bis keeping.
